Rwanda appears imminent. Belgium's 430-man contingent began to 
depart Kigali by air Tuesday April 19, according to press 
reports, rather than overland as previously planned. Belgium is 
withdrawing its forces unilaterally, although the UN Security 
Council has reached no decision on UNAMIR's future in 
deliberations April 18. Remaining UNAMIR forces consist of 
Ghanaian troops as well as small contingents, each with less^ 
than 65 members, from Austria, Brazil, Canada, Congo, Egypt 
Fiji, Guyana, Mali, Netherlands, Nigeria, Poland, Russia, /V 
Senegal, Togo, Tunisia, Uruguay, and Zimbabwe. V

Unconfirmed press reports indicate that a company of Bangladeshi 
engineers also departed Kigali by air today. UNAMIR commander 
Brigadier General Dallaire reportedly explained that the 
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Bangladeshi departure represents a "thinning out of unnecessary 
forces” rather than the start of a complete UNAMIB withdrawal. 
The departure of the Belgian contingent and the diminished 
capability of the Bangladeshi force, will reduce UNAMIB 's role 
to keeping Kigali airport open and perhaps protecting small 
numbers of civilians fleeing the fighting. 

If the ON should request that the US airlift departing 
UNAMIB forces, there are no US helicopters in Tanzania, Burundi 
or Kenya that could be used for this purpose. The helicopters 
that participated in the recent Bwandan evacuation have returned 
to the PSS Pelellu . currently located off the Somali coast, 
south of Mogadishu. Three KC-130 tankers, deployed to refuel 
the helicopters aboard the USS Peleliu . remain in Mombasa, 

Kenya. 
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
